tuted a "safety first" campaign <a,nd t»e report for the first six 
months is one that should command wide attention. The re- 
ductidn'iii-lhe number of accidents 'and • accidental deaths is 
very large and the change concerns the employes rather than 
passengers. The figures show that there has been a decrease 
bf;7fper cent in the number of serious accidents, compared 
with,a:similanperiod last year, and '16 per cent in the number 
of fatal accidents. 


Jt will be readily understood that his change is not a.mere 


happening, that it is not due to the fact that the road and its 
employes have had belter luck this year than last. 
It is the 


result of greater care in hadling the various departments of 
railroad work. The number of fatal accidents in the first six 
months of 1913 was 38, against 20 in the six months ending 
July 1. During the first six months of 1913 the number of 
serious injuries, such as the loss of arms, legs and eyes, totaled 
seven, and for the corresponding months Ihis year it was only 
two.

This was not a matter of luck. It is the direct result of the 


"safety first" program and plainly shows thai such a program 
is worth while. 
It not qiily renders travel safer, but it is of 


vast importance to the army of men employed by the corpora- 
tion. Men trained to take care of themselves will be more 
careful in the handling of trains and passengers, and the result 
is greater safely to all concerned from one end of (he line to 
the other. 


The "safely first" program is sound, and il is one thai should 


not be confined to the railroads. It should be adopted in many 
departments of our complex and hurried life. There is too 
much ill-considered haste in the life of today; altogether too 
much carelessness, much of which if not criminal is closely 
akin lo il. Most of the automobile accidents are due to care- 
lessness resulting from unnecessary haste. The thought ol 
safety is absent from the minds of altogether too many people 
and the consequence is fatal accidents on the roads, on the 
water, with firearms and with machinery. 
We plunge reck- 


lessly into our pleasures and our work, giving little thought lo 
safely until it is loo late. 


The "safely first" principle should be adopted in private 


life i,n industrial life and in all the activities of life. 
It is sound 


lo the core. It is (he simple rule of common sense.
